Editors of the Pacific: — 

My dear Brethren,— Many of your readers 
have bnsiness relations with these Islands, 
or are connected with them by~social or 
family ties, and for this reason, must feel 
an interest in whatever concerns their ad- 
vancement in morals and civilization. As 
christians, interested in the progress of our 
Redeemer’s Kingdom, your readers must 


watch with sympathy and solicitnde, all ef- | 


forts made here to establish and. maintain 
the institutions of the gospel. And as an 
effort, not very generally known to the 
christiau public, is now being made by the 
foreign residents of this place to support 
a church for themselves and their families, 
[ will state a few things which perhaps will 
give some \dea of the progress and present 
condition of the enterprise. 

Previous to 1848, the foreign residents 
of Honolulu had worshipped in the Sea- 
men’s Chapel; but as they had then become 
<0 numerous as to fill the chapel and inter- 
fere with the rights and privileges of the 
seamen, for whose benefit the chapel was 
established and maintained; an effort was 
made to support a separate church, Rev. 
T. D. Hunt, now of your city, was employ- 
ed to commence the enterprize, which for a 


time promised well; but when the gold- | 


mania broke out in California, mast of his 


people -left for the coast, taking him along | 


with. them. 

In 1852, s0 many of the old residents had 
returned and so many new ones had arrived, 
as to require that the enterprize previously 


abandoned should be revived. Accordingly | 
Rev. T. E. Taylor, then in the employ of | 
the Seaman's Friend Society, was engaged | 


to hold religious services every Sabbath in 


the Court House of the kinggom, and a 
salary of $2000 was raised for his support. 


On June 2d, 1852, a church of 25 members | 


was organized, which for two years con- 


tinued to prosper under the pastoral care 


of Mr. T. when on account of ill health, he 
was compelled to ask for dismissian, 

At the present time the church numbers 
04 metnbers, nearly half of whom are from 
mission families, Of this number about 40 
have united with it on professsion of their 


faith, and the remainder by letter, What 


ig not a little remarkable, these persons: 
have been brought in, not ina mass, but 
individually. At every communion season 
but two since the church was organized, 
more or less members have been added; %o 
that its grewth bas been constant and uni- 
form, 
The. congregation has now become so 
large, as nearly to fill our place of worship 
‘the Court House,) and begins to demand 
increased accommodations, With the view

that $2000 has been already raised by 


_ the Ladies’ Sewing Society to erect a build- 
ing, and when money enough can be raised 


to carrysthe enterprise through, free from 
debt, we shall lay the foundation for our 
church, This undrtaking isa heavy one 
for the church-goers of this place, since 
they are by no means wealthy, although 
very liberal. When we build, we wish to 
put up a good substantial edifice, and as 


‘prices are here, it cannot be done for less 


than. $20,000. Still we greatly need a 
place of worship, with sufficient accommo- 
dations, that we can call our own. Had it 
not been for the pressure in the money 
murket, this enterprize would probably 
have already been completed, and we now 
hope it will be before the close of the com- 
lpg year, 

The charch, although composed of mem- 


bers who had previously been connected 


with several religious denominations, has 


So far as I know, not a single root of bit- 
terness, foiinded on denominational feeling, 
has yet sprung up among us. Although 
we have not all thought alike on all points 
of doctrine, we have dwelt together as 
brethren, and as we trust have “maintained 
the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace.” 
Most of our members were formerly con- 


tected with Congregational and Presbyte- | 


rian churches in the United States. 


are from England and Scotland. Three or | 


four were formerly Methodists, and about 
the same number, Episcopalians. It re- 
quires all our-strength combined to sustain 


our enterprize as it ought to be sustained; | 


and any sectarian movement, or any at- 
tempt to throw an apple of discord into 
this community,is to be greatly depricated. 
If the foreign population should increase, 
as we hope it will, ina few years, other

The Mormon Evil. 

That evil is before us in connection with 
these people, we have never doubted; and 
the events are pressing us onward toward 
it. The daily papers publish full details of 
the trial of three Indians, for the murder 
of Captain Gunnison and his companions; 
and the New York Times remarks upon 
the subject: 

“Our readers will recollect the excite- 
ment which pervaded the public mind when 
news of this bloody and brutal mas- 
sacre reached this country, as well as the 
vigorous efforts made by the Government 
to detect and capture the savage miscreants | 
by whom it was perpetrated. These efforts 
were snccessful. The murderers were cap- 
tured, brought within the jurisdiction of 
the United States, and tricd before the Dis- 
trict Court in the Territory of Utah. Zhe 
testimony was clear and undisputed. The 
accused parties were proved beyond all pos- 
sibility of doubt to have been the murder- 
ers. No attempt even was made to rebut 
the evidence. The guilt of the Indians 
was conceded; and yet the jury, returned a 
verdict of manslaughter only. The facts 
stated by our correspondent show conclu- 
sively that this result is due entirely to the 
interference of the Mormons, who seem to be 
in league with the Indians in resisting the 
authority of the United States. The ver- 
dict was rendered by a Mormon jury, act- 
ing under the direction of the Mormon 
leaders. |

dians, for this brutal massacre of eight or 
‘ten American citizens and soldiers, should 
be wer A for three years. They were 
accordingly handed over to the authorities

Paul's Last Visit at Jerusalem. 
® In his early years Paul, had been a student at 
Jerusalem. Educated by one of the most cele- 
brated of Jewish teachers, of whom it was said, 


that “since Rabban Gamaliel died. the glory of | 


the law has ceased,” all his associations were con- 
nected with his own nation and Jerusalem.— 
Trained as a Pharisee, his associations with the 
temple, were, to his ardent mind, of the most hal 
lowed nature. He ranged through the sacred 
courts and gazed upon the vail before the holy of 
holies, with the devotion of a “Hebrew of the 
Hebrews.” But new influences came athwart 
his being. From a persecutor of the church 
of Jesus, he was changed suddenly to be a disci- 
ple. But for the influences that then wrought 
on his reason and touched his heart, his name 
had come down to us as the bloodiest persecutor 
that ever wasted the church, rather than the no- 
blest apostle that led her destinies. From dis- 
tant wanderi and from perils and Jabors and 
- conquests, he has now come back after many 
years to bring alms to his nation, and offerings. 
In paths that he knew not the Master had led 
him ; and oh how different had his life been from 
his early conceptions of it! Thoughts of these 


things must have filled him as again, and for the | 


last time, he entered the streets of the Holy City. 
Instead of the ease and station which awaited 
his early promise, he had known only toil and 
voluntary exile. And for the future, he saw not 
the glow of a calm evening, but knew only this, 
wherever he should go, “that bonds and affictions 
abide me.” Perhaps at that very feast, he should 
be called to bear the reproach of Christ “beyond 
the gate.” He knew that men thirsted for his 
blood; that the enemies of the cross were his 
enemies, and that he had enteredya warfare from 
which there was no retreat and no release. He 
knew his perils. ‘The truth must have more mar- 
tyrs, ere it secure toleration on the earth that re- 
jected it. The Divine power may preserve for a 
time the apostles, delivering them from the hands 
of men and from the mouths of lions, until they 
have given their testimony to all the world. But 
when that power is taken off, the enemy shalf 


- raven for prey, and the church shall float in blood. 
But the time is not yet. 


Through the temple, 
the apostle of the Gentiles walks with reverent 
feet. It was his privilege, as well as the part of 
prudence, to worship the God of his fathers with 
the ancient rites ; for Christ came not to subvert 
the law, but as “the end of the law for righteous- 
ness to every one that believeth.” His God was 
the God of Israel, and again he joined in the 
temple service. But watchful eyes were upon 
him. Jews from Asia, such as had stirred up 
the people at Lystra and Derbe, recognized him.

The 
throngs in the courts rushed upon the victim.

Young Men's Christian Association. 

The anniversary of this excellent institution 
was held on Monday evening at the First Con- 
gregational Church. 

The report preseuted by the President, E. P. 
Flint, Esq., is an interesting document, contain- 
ing many valuable suggestions. We would like 
to print it entire, did our space permit. We ex- 
tract a few items. The-organization of the as- 
sociation was made two years since. ‘The pres- 
ent number of members is 287; 135 of these be- 
ing active members, or members connected with 
Evangelical churches. It is not known that any 


More than 300 volumes have been presented to 
the library, since the organization of the associa- 
tion. The average number of daily visitors at 
the rooms is believed to be about 40. Eighteen 
meetings of the association have been held the 
past year; at ten of which, essays were read by 
members. Five public lectures have been deliv- 
ered before the association. 


School enterprizes, which have been attended 
with considerable success. One of these is held 
in the vacant church, corner of Mason and Geary 
streets. ‘The attendance for the past two months 
has been fifty six. Another, called the “Inde- 
pendent Union Sabbath School,” has been estab- 
lished especially for the benefit of news-boys and 
other children found in the streets on the Sab- 
bath. Several childven have been furnished with 
clothing to enable them to attend the school ; 
and the uverage attendance of teachers and 
scholars for fifte:n Sabbaths, preceding last Sab- 
bath, has been twenty-seven, and last Sabbath 
the attendance was fifty scholars and ten teach- 
ers. The report says :— 

“The school was interrupted for two Sabbaths 
near its commencement, by the arrival of the 
Steamev, which took away a large portion of the 
scholars who were news-boys; and while their 
ardoy to escape and be among the first to get pa- 
pers to sell, may have excited a smile, the wish 
to turn that ambition into pobler channels, must 
have ammated the teachers to greater efforts 
their behalf. 

“The attendance at the meetings has ssiviaaity 
been large, and the Essays have often drawn out 
interesting remarks from members ; aud especial- 
ly have we been interested occasionally by cler- 
gymen p hose attendance and co-opera- 
tion with often to sce in time to come. 

“The Sat ‘Evening Prayer Meeting has 
been well sustained throughout the year, and we 
trust has been a means of spiritual growth to 
many.

An increase of the library and of the supply - 
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Editorial Oarrespondence. 


Avovst, 2, 1855. 
Rising early in the morning, we ascended the 


winding, sigzag road, up to the north from f¥to 


the crossing of the Stanislaas, till finally we were 
brought out once more upon the high mountain 
top; and again a noble rolling country lay before 
us. Its gentle vales and wider flats, seemed to 
invite the tiller’s plow; while its high hills gave 
a grandeur and a romance to the scenery, which 
bespoke it a land for a people great, noble and 
free. Passing a few pleasant gardens and farms, 
we arrived at a flourishing town called Veilecito, 
to breakfast, and rest for a little. Purposing to 
return here for the Sabbath, we prrsued our 
course through a broken region, to S. 5. W., 
some six miles to a small, old sett'ement, known 
as Carson Hill. It lies between mountains ex- 
tending in a circle, close around it, on every side, 
excepting the north, where it opens to a rolling 
country. At this town we made a number of 
pleasant acquaintances; and with a few gentle- 
men, ascended to visit their renowned quartz 
mines on the summit ef the high hill to the south. 
These mines seem to have been among the rich- 
est yet discovered in California. We were as- 
‘sured that in 1850 and ’51, full two million dol- 
lars were here taken out, but that since that time, 
little or no work had been done to further devel- 
op the riches. The mines had fallen into the 
hands of unproducing speculators, living at a 
distance, whose business appears to have been to 
sell their .interest in shares, to those whom They 
could impose upon in other parts of America, 
ant in Europe, It isa remarkable example of 
the law abiding habits of the Americans, that, 
while for three full years they have, from the 


foot of this hill, looked up to the rich mines at 


its top unworked, they have yet respected the 
pretended claims of those abroad, left them un- 
touched, and coutented themselves with surface 
diggings in the valley at four and five dollars a 
day. Lately these miners, considering that by 
all mining laws and all principles of reason, mines 
long left’ unworked, become common property; 
have gone on to the Hill and staked out their 
claims and engaged in mining with right good 
earnest; no man saying: “Why do ye this? 
We were presented, by a friend, Mr. Finnegan, 
with a fine specimen of about two pounds of the 
gold bearing quartz, through which run the 
brightest spangles of gold in great richness and 
beauty. We would not choose to be selfish, but 
in our very feelings we could not help heartily 
wishing the giver all success in the tunnel he is 
cutting into the firm sides-of the rocky mount. 

This hill is a prominent point in a great quartz 
vein which extends an immense distance through 
this region. We first saw the hill, as we stood 


upon the summit of the high mountain range in 


Mariposa County, to the N. E. of Coulterville- 
It appeared as the peak, or backbone of a suc- 
cession of long hills, of various heights, lying in 
exact range, extending far as the eye could reach 
towards the north. Along the summits of these 
hills, the quartz vein lay like a white thread in 
the distance : und as we traced its course, we 
could not help exciaiming, “there must be yold 
along those hills.” The next point where we 
struck the vein, was in the region of Chinese 
Camp, where it caps a high elevation at Pover- 
ty Hill: again a little west of Jamestown, then a 
few miles west of Columbia, and here at Carson | 


Prohibitory Law. 


“There wes no law passed seed by the late Legislature, 
upon Ipiemperance, for approval; but “An act 
take the sense of the people of this State at the 
General Election in A. D. 1855, on the passage of 
a Prohibitory Liquor Law.”

England style! There is danger of defeat on 
this score: men who wish very much a probibit- 
ory law,may think they have done their whole duty 
when they have voted “Prohibitory Liquor Law 
—yes, "not knowing that the whole thing has yet 
to be cast, and that they are only putting in the 
ground, the first seed. At the same time, and 
making the matter still more difficult, the ap- 
proaching election will be one of unusual spirit, 
and the battle-ground will be fought over foot by 
foot, for very different questions; and amidst the 
dust and din and smoke of an eager political 
contest, the calm voice of truth will be drowned, 
unless it comes from a strong phalanx, marshaled 
in the best possible manner, and moving directly 
into the thickest of the fight. ‘There is no sep- 
arate party, organized by the friends of temper- 
ance, and it probably is not best that there should 
be in the present campaign ; but Jet it be plain- 
ly understood by the several opposing candidates, 
and by the conventions which nominate for pop- 
ular election, that the great body of temperance 
men m this State, will be down on the drinking, 
roudying loafer: will be down on the man who 
will not openly declare himself “Prohibitory Li- 
quor Law-— yes.” 

‘There are thousands of men in this State, yes 
tens of thousands, who will break from all party 
relations, for the sake of securing to society this 
greatest moral good, which is now left for the 
law to confer. Evaded and rendered nugartory, 
by unmanly, contemptible quibbles, in other 
States, it is no less a fact that the urgent want 
of the people can be expressed in law which can- 
not be evaded; and such experience is no hin- 
drance, or discouragement, but rather, instruc- 
tion and help to those who now are setting out 


in this greatest project of moral reform, which 


modern civilization can boust of. A rock with 
wrecks strown about it, warns, but does not pre- 
vent the ships that pass :. they take their courses 
safer than ever.

A few miles more and we reached Angel's 
Camp. But a few_ months ago the fire swept it 
as clean as though a house had never been built. 
It is now partly rebuilt. Tere are many rich 
quartz veins scattered along at different points, 
some of them but a half inch in thickness, yet 
profitable to work; and here some men with their 
families find a satisfactory home and occupation 
for life. In passing from this place to Vallecito, 
we saw now and then, a lone man, sitting in his 
door-way, looking out on the calm scene as night 
was coming on. His response to our “good eve- 
ning,” though civil, would lack that life and heart 
which you love in the greeting even of a stran- 
ger. It dampens you, you scarcely know why. 
A little conversation and enquiry reveals the 
cause. His wife and children are not with him, 
“a well-spring of joy.” They are far away; and 
for years his lot has been thus lonely. Oh! there 
are yearnings in the human soul that gold can 
never meet. ‘The heart calls for sympathy and: 
social joy ; it calls for’ friends and family and 
home ; it calls for that purest bliss of earth, the 
home—an emblem of that union of souls in heav- 
en, where God is Father and all we are children 
in his love.

A year and s balf after-the period when 
he had crossed the. Deleware on the ice, to 
nflict that sudden and destructive biow 
upon the British foree at’ Trenton, Wash- 
was | with bis army, about 
11,800 s , at Valley Forge, when he 
learned that Sir Henry Command- 
er-in-Chief . the British forces, was or 
to evacuate hiladelphia. Washington 
termined to this force on its 
march to New York, and offer battle. So 
carefully and secretly, howezer, had Clin- 
ton made his» e evacua- 
tion, that he was on the Jersey Vide of the 
Delaware, before Washington heard of his 
movement and his destination. This was 
oa June 18, 1778. Washington immedi- 
ately strack hia tents;- and with almost his 
entire forces, started in pursuit. If an en- 
gagement should not be expedient, he de- 
signed to harrass the enemy, by hanging 
op his flank and rear, with strong detach- 
ments. The second in command to Wash- 
ington, was General Charles Lee; an off- 
cer of unquestionable personal courage, of 
veritable talent, of great accomplishments 
in arte and arms; but at the same time im- 
alsive, erratic, and ‘“‘unstable as water.” 
was, from the first, opposed to Wash- 
ington’s plan, and evidently desirous to 


avoid all liability to an engagement with the 


enemy. He resigned his command, and it 
fell, next in order, upon Lafayette. Soon 
he repented and went after Lafayette, who 
had advanced with a strong detachment to 
head off theenemy. The polite Frenchman 
at once vielded, and Lee resumed the com- 
mand, and the 28th of June saw the irreso- 
late Lee at the head of the advance de- 
tachment of the Continegtal Army, direct- 
ing the first and most important movement 
of an action against which he was entirely 
opposed. The first division of the British 


troops moved forward at day break, on the 
morning of the 28th. Washington, on re-. 


ceiving intelligence of the movement, put 
the main body of his army in motion, and 
ordered General Lee to attack the enemy 
promptly, unless there were strong reasons 
to the contrary. 

The attack was made, and in its pro- 
gress, Lee showed fora time undoubted 
skill and courage; but finally, getting a 
view of a large detachment of the enemy 
approaching, his — failed him, his 
former opposition to whole plan of 
Washington and his fellow officers revived, 
and he ordered, peremptorily, a hasty re- 
Lafayette, though most reluctant,
